Prorogaticn of the Legislature last 
wpek was the fignal for the real start 
jnf the political rampaign which will 
TPach its climax with the election on 
bJov. 4. The Issuing of nomination 
papers was not begun until 3;15 o'clock 
[Wednesday afternoon and yet right now 
there are moio- than 100 sets in circu- 
;lation throughout the state. The last 
majority of them are for the Legisla- 
ture. 

The most iinusual Incident in connec- 
tion with the distribution of the papers 
;was the frank dete;;minatiot! oi former 
ICongressman Joseph F. O'Connell, can- 
.didate for the Democratic nomination 
(for the United Slates Senate, to capi- 
tali?e his opposition to prohibition by 
haying printed the word "for repeal of 
the IS'.h amendment" in the space re- 
served for the eight-word statement to 
which each candidr.te is entitled. 

Con.>ilderHble latitude is permitted 
'candidates in circulating their nomina- 

jtlon papers. Probably no legal objec- ' 
tion may be registered to OConnell's 
procedure, but when he att<>mpts to 

I have the ballot law commission grant 
him permission to use it on the prl- ' 
mary ballot he will encounter oppo.ii- 
tlon. 

Undoubtedly the legality of O'Con- 
nell's nomination papers will he ques- 
tioned by the drys. l"Vie papers clearly 
state that the "staK^mi-nl may be made 
here in not more than eight words;, giv- 
ing the public offices which he holds or 
has held. and. if he is an elected in- 

|cumbcnt of an office for whlcn he .seeks 
rrnomination, that he is a candidate 
for .such nomination." 

Some time during the week Gov. 
Allen will put an end to the whispering 
campaign which has been conducted txi 
circulate tlie report that he would not 
be a candidate for re-election.

Mayor Curley has niready voiced the vvsm- 
IHS that in our cntliusiasm over the long series 
Of national conventions meeting in Boston dur- 
ing 1930 we must not (orget that these facilities 
R'ill also be available durine; 1931. The news, 
therefore, that the National Association of 
Credit Men. which met in Dallas, Tex,, early 
this month will meet in Boston next May is evi- 
dence that the country realizes that this city 
las permanent attractions. Credit, of course, 
?oes to the delegation from the Boston Credit 
Man's Association for reminding the national 
Association of this fact. 

On May 12, the opening day of the meeting 
in Dallas, the Dallas News happened to publish 
in article on New England's new progressive- 
ness as its leading* editorial. The Eoston dele- 
gates were quick to profit by this happy acci- 
dent and had copies of the editorial reprinted 
and distributed among all the delegates. The 
editor of the News, describing the successful 
work of the New England Council, told of the 
manner In which this district is now creating 
a new workshop of diversified industries and 
urged Texas to go and do likewl.se. 

The story is familiar here, but one para- 
graph is worth quoUng if only as a reminder 
to New Englanders: 

New England's area is small, just about 
one-fourth that of Texas. Yet its six states 
in past years seldom united in common 
policies. But five years ago, when they met 
in council to plan for the funeral, miex- 
pectedly the patient refused to die. It had 
found stimulation in Hoover's words that 
New England "is a reservoir of the most 
.'killed labor, the most skilled direction, and 
the highest intelligence in the United 
States."

Eiglit rules for the guidance of 
morality on the stage in this city 
during the current adininistration at 
I City Hall were issued yesterday by 
Mayor Curley, following a conference 
with City Censor John M. Casey and 
80 members of the Association of 
Theatre Managers of Boston, who 
approved an<l accepted the rcgttla- 

tions. 

While assuring the ihoatre men that 
he was nol a "prude." the Mayor 
warned that the holders of theatre 
licenses must see that the conimands of 
public, decenc.v are observed, f, 
' "Performances of every Itind must al- 
ways be governed by the dictates of 
Dropriety and relinement," the Mayor 
insisted. He recalled that the rules 
,vhlch he established in his first admln- 
.stratlon in 1911 bad proved .succensfnl 
ind that they had been copied by cities 
md towns In every section of the conn- 
;ry. "Obviously," he said, "among 
ither things such features as the fol- 
:owing would thus he excluded from 
■itago performances: 

"1— Dialogues, gestures, sotigs (espe- 
Mally parodies), juiiguage or conversa- 
tion of any kind, which are directly or 
by double meaning obsceno or laiiclvi- 
liis and intended to suggest sexual re- 
lation. 

: — PerfoiTnances must t'C confined en- 
,,irely to the stage. This prohibits fe- 

Piale performers, whether artists or 
ip'mber of chorus, from using the aisle 
lor pa.s.sa,geway of the theatre, and por- 
Iformers of either sex from using or oc- 
'cupylng seats in the. auditorium, boxes 
or balconies of the theatre during their 
act. 

"3— Females from appearing upon the 
stag© in legs bare. Kxception to thir 
only permitted upon authority of the 
Mayor or licensing oftlcer. 

".( — Wearing of oue-piece union suits 
by females, where simply used to wan- 
tonly display the flgxire, as h> living 
pictures. 

"5— The portrayal by performers of 
either sex ot a dope fiend, wherein the 
act of taking a hypodermic injection, 
the Inhaling of or eating of d ipe, or the 
use of dope in any manner. Intended to 
show its effect upon a human being. 

"S--A11 foriua of muscle dancing by 
performers of either sex. This Includes 
every dance which contains auggestivo 
or repulsive contortions of the human 
body.

■ 8— The portrayal of a moral pervert 
or sex degenerate."

likely that the nomination for Gov- 
ernor also will go to the western 
part of the State. 

Mr Coolidgi! has heen hard at work 
for several mouths and has built up 
n far-reaching <irganization whi*:h 
rovers the whole .State.

Mayor Curley 's Office 
Gives Out Regulations 

Performances Must Conform to 
Propriety and Refin^inent 

Mayor Curley's offle* yesterday, 
tliiough John M. Casey, chief of the 
Hecnsing division, sent out a copy of 
the regulations govtirnlng theatres, 
motion picture houses, halls and other 
p.acea of amusement, approved and 
accepted by the Asisoclatlon of Theatre 
Managers of Boston. 

Th» i:ommun'.cafion followi: 

"The attention of tho managements 
Cif theiitres. moving picture halls and 
other -ijlaccs of anmsement, Is called 
to the following regulations which 
have been adopted for enforcement by 
the L. ..'enslng Dlv! ;ion of (tie City of 
Boston for tho iiialntenanca of a 
proper standard of public amusements. 

•■Tne«e regulations are made by mo 
under the authority of chapter 348 of 
tho Special Acts of 1915, and I direct 
that holders of licenses take tho proper 
steps to secure their enforcement. 

"Performances of every kind must 
always he governed by the dictates of 
-propriety and refinement. Obviously, 
among other things such features as 
tht following would thus be excluded 
from performances: 

"Dialogues, gestures, songs (especial- 
ly parodies), language or conversation 
of any kind, which are directly or by 
double meaning obscene or lasciviou*:, 
and Intended to suggest Bexual rela- 
tion. 

"Performances must be confined en- 
tirely to the stage. TIiIb prohibits fe- 
male performers, whether artl'ita or 
member of chorus, from using the aisle 
or passageway of the theatre, a,tul per- 
jformers of either sex frcmi using or 
occupying seats In auditoriufri, boices 
or balconies of the theatre during their 
act. 

"Females from appearing upon the 
1 stage In legs bare. Exception to this 
only permitted upon authority )f the 
Mayor or llcen.sing officer. 

"Wearing of one-piece suits by fe- 
males, where simply used to wantonly 
display the figure, as In living pictures. 

"The portrayal . 

"The iKirtrayal by performera of 
either sex of a dope fiend, wherein the 
act of taking n hypodermic Injection. 
tho inhaling of or eating of dope, or 
the use of dope in any manner. Intend- 
ed to show its etTect upon a human b»- 
Ing. 

"All forms of muscle dancing by 
performers of either sex. Tills Includes 
every dance which lontalns suggestive 
or repulsive contortions of the human 
body. 

"The use of profanity. 

"Tho portrayal of a moral pervert 
or sex degenerate.'*

Parade on Aug 16, RepresenHng Incidents of Early Days, to Be Sponsored b> 



Organizations 



One of the leading events of the Bay 
Colony Tercentenary celebration will 
b« the Boston Tercentenary historical 
pageant-parade, to be given on Aug 
16. This display, which will include 
fully ,100 elaborate floats, is declared 
by its indorsers to be the major event 
of the Boston Tercentenary program. 
It has the baciting of Mayor Curley, 
the Tercentenary organizations and 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 

Nearly all the floaU have already 
been sponsored and construction of 
some has or is about to begin. 

Sketches of Designs Shown 

There were plai-ef] on formal display , 
at Tercentenary head<niartcrs. 9 Park j 
St, yesterday, artists' sketches of the j 
floats which are to be featured. The 
basis for eaUi is some historic fact, j 
although for the mo.-:t part the i 
sketches are new conceptions, var>-ing i 
somewhat from older paintings, prmts 
and other illustrations dealing with 
these historic incidents. 

Gen Edward L.. lx)gan is general 
"bairman of the committee which is 
engineering the pageant-parade. The 
members of the committee have nu- 
merous engagements to address groups 
of the civic, business and Industrial 
Clements of the city, to interest them 
In the pageant-parade and Induce them 
to sponsor a float. 

With Trained Personnel 

The floats arc to be oO feet in length 
and 9 feet wide, with 14 feet 6 inches 
clearance. Their consti-uction will re- 
produce historic events In three dimen- 
sions and four colors. Kach float will 
be mounted on specially constructed 
running gear hauled by four blanketed 
and plumed horses with the necessary 
trappings. 

The personnel for the various floats 
will be especially picked and trained 



to represent historical characters. The 
costumes will bo authentic and repre- 
sentative of the period. 

The names of organizations spon- 
soring the floats will be recorded on 
suitable plaques, one on each side of 
the float. About .10 specially selected 
bands will furnish the music for the 
event. 

The tentative roster Includes a pla- 
toon of mounted police, grand marshal, 
staff, mounted band, two outriders 
with American and municipal flags. 
Mayor Curley, former Mayor.s of Bos- 
ton, Boston City Council, distinguished 
guests, parade cor«.nlttee. representa- 
tives of industry and the 100 floats. 

Picturing Life of Long Ago 

The floats •■vlll not only represent 
outstanding historic incidents in the 
life of the Bay Colony, but will also in- 
clude numerous human interest fea- 
tures. For instance, a scene indicating 
how folks went to market In the early 
days will ba exhibited, also how an 
early family group in the kitchen 
might have looked. 

On June 12 those who view tho 
Charter Calvacadc from Salem to Bos- 
ton, representing the Puritan founders 
of the Bay Colony conveying the 
charter to Boston over the old Indian 
trail, will have a preview of three of 
the floats which will appear In the 
pageant-parade on Aug IC. These 
three represent "Granting of the 
Charter," Conveying the Charter" and 
"The Arbella."

For this condition of affairs the imme- 
dlato board of a.s.sessors are not prl- 
iiiarlly_ to blame. .As.sesslng metliods are 
somefhlng to which modern efficient 
methods have been little applied in onr 
cities. The heads of city governnieiils 
are apt to take but a negative interest 
in ineihods that will result in decreasing 
the immediate tax levy (however benefi- 
cial in tlie long run), and aasea.-^ora in all 
administrations an' subservient to the 
licads of government. 

It i.s a well known fact in real estate 
circles that assessors are almost always 
far behindliand in following eitlier the fall 
or tho rl.se in value. For llieni the easiest 
thing la to copy f.ff the \alii;il ion of one 
yeai and duplicate It for the next. 

In two of our larger New Kngland 
manufacturing cities they are aeriousl.\ 
considering a general reappraisal by im 
partial experts of all of the municli.ali 
ties realty, followed by a general leinnu 
in valuations. Such a plan ha.s been car- 
ried out with succcs.s in one or two Con- 
n'"'llciit cities and one or iiinre of the 
l.u!;iM Western ones. 

'I'liat such a plan could bo effected to 
great advantage in Uoston is beyond (lUcs- 
Hon. It would presumedly cost several 
thousand dollars. Rut would be worth 
many times the cost, not alone be- 
cause of its doing Justice to many griev-

The .scliool .Mirvey comjiletcd .some nionth.s 
ago wa.s macio by a (■niTiinit.tco of .seven ap- 
poinled and flnanrec! by Ihe .school committee. 
The invp-stigfitioii of our .school.s now to be un- 
dertaken will be ill cliai-ge of a committee of 
thji;ee cho.sen and ii.iid by the finance commU- 
sidtj. Tlie .scope of the survey was .slipnlated 
to Include the .study of voralional ediiealion 
and a jjo.s.sible tendency to include fad.s and 
■Satcies in the ciuricula, and to a.scertain facts 
about our .school buildings, how many would 
soon become ob.solete. liow shifts of population 
affect building programs, whether it is betler 
to pay by bond i.ssnes or to "pay a.s you go." 
The survey al.so wa.s authorized to look Into 
other pha.se.s as might be deemed advi.sabl« In 
their study of the inciTased rost,s o' our schools. 
It WB.S under this general clau,se that the rec- 
ommendation wa.s breucht in whirh re.sulterf 
In thP SbolHinn of the .srhon'.linu.se mmmt.ssio' 
This new coinmltlee i.', not restricted in t' 
.scope 01 ii,s inquirips. ii. win ooubties.s investi- 
gate the methods and ideas of tlie school com- 
mittee H„self. The finance commission theory 
is that the .survey did a good work and pi'O- 
duced valuable results but tliat it-s field of in- 
vestigation wa,s far from complete. Too little 
emphasis was placed on the educational phases 
of oiu' gical ,s<'hool enteiprise. Much remains 
to be done in connection with the con.struction 
of school buildings. Why .should not various 
types of buildings be standardized? Is it neces- 
sary to have a separate aichilect for eacli new 
consti-uction? These questions will pie.sumably 
be answeied. 

The new investigation will be supplementary 
to the survey. No hostility to the survey is 
implied in its appointment. It is the belief of 
the finance commi.ssion, however, that it ought 
to be possible still further to reduce .sch.ool 
costs. The limitation of this committee to three 
"working meinlx-rs," all non-Bostonians and 
iiaving no connection with the .schools of tlie 
cilv. siieaks for il.self.

CIRLEY OPPOSED TO 
TEMPORARY BRIDGE 



Replacement of the L street bridge. 
destroyed by fire Friday night, will add 
$500,000 to the cast of widening Sum- 
mer and L streets between the army 
base and the Strandway for which tiie 
Legislature and the city council have 
provided Si. 100, 000. 

The construction of a new bridge, of 
modern design, will require 18 months, 
and the estimated cost Is about $1,000,- 
000. 

Definite plans for ihe bridge must be 
presented to Mayor Ciuiey tomorrow 
morning by the department of public 
works and no delay will l>e tolerated 
in the preparation of the detailed .spe- 
cifications preliminary to tiie award of 
a contract for the structure. 

Because of the fact that a temporary 
bridge would cost $300,000 and could not 
be completed within 90 days, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if the mayor will look 
with favor on a suggestion for the con- 
struction of a temporary bridge to be 
u.sed during the building of the per- 
manent structure. 

Traffic Commissioner Conry, how- 
ever, favors a temporary bridge to t^>ke 
the place of the L street striut.ure. He 
said he will recommend to Mayor Cur- 
ley the matter of filling between E 
street and First street at the westerly 
lend of the reserved channel and the 
construction of a new street In that 
neighborhood. Traffic to South Boston, 
lie ,sa!d, will detour tor the present by 
way of E and Hrst ,">lreeLs, both of 
whicli appear to be In good condition.

Pastor Also Lauds Mayor Curley for 
Unobjectionable Stage 

".Boston !.■( n.s clean morally a» any 
tity of it.-; Ki7.c lu America. I be- 
lieve," declared F.ev Dr .T. WTiilcomb 
Brougher, pastor of Tremont Temple 
Baptist Church, in the prelude to his 
sermon last evening.

Something very rare at Tremont 
Temple Sunday services followed- 
henrty applause. 

Dr Brougher also stated that he had 
ia tallf a few days ago with Police 
Comniissjoner Eugene C. Hultman. 
(who fold him that "having no political 
ambition ha could guarantee the city 
the most efficient administration of the 
Police Department he is capable of 
giving." 

Dr Brougher believed Boston .should 
be congratulated on having a com- 
missioner "who i.s endeavoring to get 
rid of speakeasies, bootlegger.^, gam- 
bling, and other form.s of vice." 

Tli.'tt declaration evnlced another 
warm outburst of applause. 

The above statements were In an- 
swer to questions submitted from tho 
congregation. To another quoBtion. 
"Can liealing be done by suggestion'^' 
Dr Brougher replied th<it there Is such 
help for many who are sick owing to 
worry or other lorm.s of mental touble. 

"A cheerful disposition rather than 
a morose one will have R marvelous 
healing elTect in some cases," he main- 
tained, and "tru.st and joy will accom- 
plisli much to keep one well."
